AN  OLD  tiKAVB. 

After  twenty-one  centuries  the  remains  of 
the  300  yoong  Thebans,  formeriy  tho  Sacred 
Battalion,  who  fell  at  the  terrible  battle  of 
Cheronea  have  now  been  dug  up.  Daring 
the  summer  excavations  have  been  made 
around  the  gigantic  memorial  lion  which 
was.  placed  in  the  center  of  the  field  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  depda  of  heroism  of  that  dark 
day.  A  wall  twenty-five  yards  in  length 
and  fifteen  in  breadth  was  first  found  be¬ 
neath  the  aoiL  Within  this  inclosure,  at  a 
depth  of  four  yards,  lay  the  bones  of  184 
Thebans,  resting  side  by  aide,  ranged  in 
rows  of  40,  each  ia  the  attitada  in  which  ha 
had  died.  Seven  such  rows  have  been 
found.  They  are  so  placed  that  the  heads 
of  those  of  the  seoond  rank  repose  at  the 
feet  of  thf  first.

St  Chatham  a  naval  monster  called  thq  Poly¬ 
phemus.
